Areas Available for Cultivation. 


Inception of an Industry That Will Make 
J&tQdaJMOiis iMWltOyet-x I 
Remarkable Prolificity. 


When the old improperly cultivated 
-orchards of Vancouver IslaWfl began to 
be repia«-ed by newer and better stock 
and methods <>f fruit growing very few , 
-reaflsed the importance the Imlustry , 
would reach in a sl\*»rt lime. F«»r many 
years there have been isolated orch¬ 
ards, largely more or less neglected, 
throughout the Saanich peninsula, 
about Duncan and on Salt Spring Isl¬ 
and. but the newer state of things is 
at present confined to the vicinity of 
Vi. torla. 

The new orchards and fruit gardens 
have a high commercial value that ia 
rapidly Increasing. They are planted 
with^the. best varieties; cultivated anq 
rared for by men who know the busi¬ 
ness. and accordingly bring large pro¬ 
fits to their fortunate owners. It may 
here ’be said there is ample opportun¬ 
ity for hundreds more to engage In 
I this profitable industry. Within a
